NOMINATIONS FOR SARL COUNCIL MEMBERS 


The present SARL Council will retire at the next AGM, which will take place on 
9 April 2005, and in preparation for the event, nominations for councillors are 
invited in terms of Rule 16.2 from members of the SARL to fill these vacancies. 
Should more than 15 nominations be received a ballot will be held. 


Each nomination must contain the following: 


1. Full names, call-sign and address of nominee; 

2. An amateur radio related CV of not more than 200 words; 

3. A signed declaration by the nominee that s/he accepts nomination and 
will serve on the Council of the SARL if elected; 

4. Each nomination must be signed by a proposer and seconder; 

5. Only fully paid-up members (Rule 16.3) of the SARL may be nominated, 
propose and second a nomination. 


MOTIONS FOR THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


Motions for submission and consideration at the Annual General Meeting of the 
SARL on 9 April 2005 are invited from members. 


Each motion must contain the following: 


1. A concise description of the motion; 
2. A motivation in support of the motion; 
3. A proposer and a seconder must sign each motion. 


Nominations and motions must reach the Secretary by no later than 30 Novem- 
ber 2004. They must be addressed to The Secretary, SARL and mailed to P O

MESSAGE FROM THE VHF BANDPLANNER. 


Bandplanning entails much more than the issuing of licenses and callsigns. Its 
proper function is the planning and logistics to take amateur radio into the 
future. The proper planning and logistics CANNOT be done without the correct 
information. 


In previous bulletins, mention was made that the SARL has obtained a copy of 
the amateur database from ICASA. Several mistakes and a lack of information 
exist. Council thus requests all club chairmen and/or custodians to update their 
records ASAP, (on or before 31 October 2004) on the application/update form 


supplied on the SARL website. This form can be completed in electronic form 
and emailed, or printed out and mailed to the SARL. All repeaters, digipeaters, 
Stand-alone links, BBS’s, APRS digipeaters and other un-attended stations have 
to be licensed. The information will then be correlated, so please do fill in the 
form comprehensively. Your co-operation in this matter is appreciated. The 
form will also be available on packet.

HAVE WE REACHED SUNSPOT MINIMUM? 


Solar physicist David Hathaway has been checking the sun every day since 1998, 
and every day for six years there have been sunspots. Sunspots are planet-sized 
“islands” on the surface of the sun. They are dark, cool, powerfully magnetised, 
and fleeting; a typical sunspot lasts only a few days or weeks, before it breaks 
up. As soon as one disappears, however, another emerges to take its place. 


Even during the lowest ebb of solar activity, you can usually find one or two 
spots on the sun. But when Hathaway looked on Jan. 28, 2004, there were none. 
The sun was utterly blank. It happened again twice last week, on Oct. 11th and 
12th. There were no sunspots. “This is a sign,” says Hathaway, “that the solar 
minimum is coming, and it’s coming sooner than we expected.” 


PROPAGATION REPORT 


What a week of extremes! Says Kobus, ZS6KOB. On October 11 the sunspot 
count literally dropped to zero and on 21 October reached 120! This was only 
for short periods. The sunspot number was 59,2 on Thursday compared to 30,2 
last week. The increase in sunspot number has eventually realised - much later 
than expected. Conditions on the DX-bands were very variable. On Wednesday 
conditions to Japan were very good. Even the 15 m band was open for short 
periods on Thursday. On Thursday 23 October a sun-wind with a speed of 449 
km/sec occurred as a result of a corona opening towards Earth. Good news is 
that the corona opening towards Earth can result in good DX-conditions till 25 
October. At present there are a number of active areas on the sun. NASA went 
so far as to announce that the end of cycle 23 can come much earlier than the 
forecast of 2007.
